WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  District  is  obtained  from 

(a)  A neighbouring-  Local  Authority. 

(b)  A private  Water  Company. 

(c)  and  to  60  houses  from  a Deep  Box  Well  situate  on 
a private  Estate. 

The  water  supplied  by  the  Local  Authority  and  the 
private  Water  Company  is  chlorinated. 

76.2%  of  the  houses  in  the  District  are  connected  to  the 
mains  and  the  supply  is  constant.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEV/AGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  Council  has  obtained  the  services  of  a consulting 
engineer  who  has  prepared  a Report  on  the  sewerage  arrange- 
ments in  each  of  the  Parishes  constituting  the  Rural  District. 

A scheme  for  the  installation  of  adequate  sewerage  works 
in  the  parishes  of  Elvington  and  Dunnington  has  been  pre- 
pared and  application  has  been  made  to  the  County  Council 
for  a grant  towards  the  cost  of  the  proposed  work.
